JOHN  CONDIT,  efquire,  produced  a  certificate  of  his  being  duly  elected  a 
member  of  Council  from  the  county  of  ElTex,  which  was  read  and  approv- 
ed, and  he  thereupon  took  and  fubfcribed  the  oaths  prefcribed  by  law  before 
the  honourable  James  Linn,  efquire,  one  of  the  members  returned  for  thi» 
houfe,  and  took  his  feat  in  Council. 

Ephraim  Martin,  James  Linn,  George  Anderfon,  John  Lambert,  Abraham 
Kitchel,  William  Parret  and  Samuel  Ogden,  efquires,  feverally  produced  cer- 
tificates of  their  being  duly  elected  members  of  this  houfe,  which  were  read 
and  approved,  and  they  thereupon  took  and  fubfcrilxd  the  oaths  required  by 
law  before  the  honourable  John  Condit,  efquire,  and  took  their  feats  in 
Council. 

The  honourable  James  Linn,  efq.  was  elected  v'-ce-prefnlcnt  of  the  Council, 
purfuant  to  the  conftitution,  whereupon  he  took  the  oath  of  office,  and  was 
feated  in  the  chair.

Condit  and  Anderfon  be  a  committee  to  prepare  and 
report  fuch  ftanding  rules  and  orders  of  proceeding  as  may  be  proper  to  be 
obferved  in  this  houfe. 

Fifteen  feveral  bills,  compiled  by  William  Paterfon,  efquire,  were  laid  be- 
fore Council  ;  whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  Meflrs.  Kitchel  and  Ogden  be  a  committee,  on  the  part  of 
this  houfe,  to  join  a  committee  of  the  Houfe  of  Aflembly,  to  examine  the  faid 
feveral  bills  and  report  their  opinion  which  of  the  faid  bills  require  the  more 
immediate  attention  of  the  Legiflature,  and  thediftribution  of  the  faid  bills  be- 
tween the  refpeclive  houfes.

Your  early  agency,  fir,  in  promoting  and  eftablifhing  the  liberty  and  inde- 
pendence of  our  country,  and,  fince  that  time,  your  negociations  abroad,  and 
various  public  functions  at  home,  afford  the  happieft  prefage,  that  your  prefent 
administration  will  not  only  protect  our  interests,  but  alfo  promote  harmony 
and  unanimity  among  the  citizens  of  thefe  States  and  friendly  fentiment  and. 
intercourfe  with  all  mankind. 

Involved  as  we  are  in  the  conflicting  interests  of  this  eventful  period,  while 
we  would  court  the  favour  of  calm  investigation,  we  do  not  forget  that  man  is 
born  to  be  free,  and  muSt  not  yield  to  dishonour.

Be  aSTured,  fir,  of  our  warmcSt  wiSh.es  for  your  perfonal  welfare,  and  our 
Sincere  defire  that  your  public  conduct  may  meet  the  approbation  and  be  re- 
warded with  the  gratitude  of  your  fellow-citizens,  and  finally  terminate  in  the 
felicity  of  your  country.
